A per ſenal Exception in matrimonial Caſes, is quite a new 
Doctrine, and by the Application of it, in the [ſent Caſe, 


is ſimilar to an Acguieſcence, or Non-claim, for a- length of 


Time in Matters of Property, which no Doubt is aſufficient 


Bar in many Inſtances, where particular Incapacites do not 
intervene; but it is to be obſerved, that there is this eſſential 

Difference between Marriage Caſes, and Caſes oſ Property. 
In the latter, as every Perſon has a Right to part with, or 
diſpoſe of his Property whenever he pleaſes; ſo in Acqui- 
eſcence or Non- claim for a certain Space of Time, will ope- 


rate as a Bar againſt recovering that Property which has 


been fo, relinquiſhed or derelicted. But in the matrimonial | 
Caſe, as Marriage is a ſacred and indiſſoluble Contract du- . 
ring the Lives of the Parties, which both, or either of the 
Parties, cannot retract or relinquiſh, ſo no Acquieſcence or 
Non - claim of both, or either, can be a Bar or Hindrance 


of the Proof of the Marriage, or of the eſtabliſhing it. 


This is ſettled by the Judgment of the Houſe of Peers, and 
according to Mr. Viſbart's Opinion, is conformable to the 

. ſettled Doctrine of the Kirk of Scotland. 5 
In the preſent Queſtion, Mr. Lockhart has treated Marriage 


as a Matter of common Property, which may be relinquiſh- 
ed, and argued, that this Acquieſcence and Non-claim of 
Magdalen, amounted to an abſolute Dereliction of her Mar-

A Marriage cannot be ad- 
judged according to the Rules or Principles of Equity, but By 
gh ſtrict Rules of the Ecclefiaftical Laws,” accotding to the 
Divine and Civil Inſtitution of it. Marriage admits of no 
| Mitigation, Commutatisn, not Diminution, whereby to al- 
ker or leſſen the legal Effect of it - For this Reaſon a Court 
of Equity, whoſe Juriſdiction only concerns Mattets of Pro- 
perty, has no Cognizance of Marriage, but it is ſolely and 
properly an Object of the Spiritual Coutts, It may ſometimes 
be dried in a Court of Law, but even then, it muſt be in a 
Queſtion of Property; where it is neceſſary to prove a Mar- 
riage; and in thoſe Caſes the Sentence of the Spritual Court 
will be held ſufficient Evidence of 3 'which ſhews 
that the Spititual Courts only have the judici: | Authority. 1' | 
But ſuppoſing this Cafe could admit of a Detefmination 
upon the Principles of 4 Court of Equity, there appeats much 
more Equity on the Side of Magdalen, who has clearly 
proved an actual Marriage, and who had brought a Fortune 
of 550 J. fterl. to her Husband *, and who afterwards had 
aufe ſo much Wrong and Miſery, by Mrs. Fea#'s injuri- 
ous Interruption, then on the Side of Mrs. Jean; who has 
brought no Proof of a Marriage, but Cohabitation at Capt.

This Interview at Stirling, and dalen's Taciturnity, are
